College  Enrollment  Is  " 
Eight  Hundred  Twelve 

Official  records  show  that  College 
enrollment  at  the  present  time  is 
812.  Northwest  Missouri  State  has 
486  men  and  326  women  enrolled 
for  the  winter  quarter  as  compared 
to  an  859  enrollment  in  the  fall 
session. 

A  decrease  is  expected  in  the 
transition  between  quarters.  This  is 
due  to  several  factors.  Eight  students 
completed  their  degree  requirements 
during  last  quarter,  and  twenty 
others  dropped  out  for  various  rea¬ 
sons,  Selective  service  has  also 
drafted  many  students  away  from 
the  campus. 


New  Committee  Will 
Sponsor  Temporary  Union 

A  temporary  Student  Union  com¬ 
mittee  has  suggested  that  a  tele¬ 
vision  set  be  bought  for  the  Bearcat 
Den.  Headed  by  Max  Kinney,  stu¬ 
dent  president,  and  assisted  by  Wil¬ 
bur  Wright,  Dorothy  Noellsch,  Jim 
Montague,  Betty  Curry,  and  Herb¬ 
ie  Awe,  the  committee  met  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  create  a  more  interesting 
Student  Union  for  the  students 
who  are  on  the  campus  over  the 
week  ends. 

The  .problem  centered  about  the 
inability  of  the  present  system  to  in¬ 
cite  much  attendance.  A  television 
set  would  be  the  most  significant 
thing  in  drawing  more  attention  and 
student  interest  to  the  temporary 
Student  Union. 

Other  suggestions  offered  thq 
members  of  the  committe  were  also 
discussed.  One  of  the  most  promis¬ 
ing  was  the  beginning  of  a  canasta 
tournament,  a  progressive  contest  j 
open  to  anyone  who  wishes  to  par¬ 
ticipate. 

The  committee  also  concluded  that 
a  coke  machine  would  be  a  definite 
incentive  for  student  attendance. 

Unanimous  agreement  dissolved 
the  precedence  of  having  individual 
organizations  sponsor  the  temporary 
Student  Union.  This  abolishment 
would  be  replaced  by  a  new  com¬ 
mittee  set-up  by  the  Student  Sen¬ 
ate,  a  committee  with  a  tentative 
number  of  five.

Each  school  sent  four  of  its 
best  singers  as  a  mixed  quartet  who, 
with  their  directors,  made  up  a 
chorus  of  150  voices — the  choice  of 
Northwest  Missouri  high  school 
singers.  The  day  was  spent  in  study¬ 
ing  songs  that  are  applicable  as 
contest  material.  The  finished  per¬ 
formance  was  recorded  on  tape  and 
disc  recorders  and  sent  to  the  visi¬ 
ting  schools. 


I  Improvements  of  Men’s, 
New  Quadrangle  Continue 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
quarter  there  has  been  a  continued 
extensive  improvement  program  at 
the  Men’s  Quadrangle. 

Building  renovations  have  greatly 
improved  living  conditions.  One  of 
the  most  welcome  constructions  is 
that  of  new  lockers  in  each  room. 
Previously,  limited  space  was  allot¬ 
ted  for  clothing  in  old  steel  lockers; 
the  permanent  wooden  lockers  pro¬ 
vide  ample  space  for  each  individual. 

The  new  constructions  arc  ar¬ 
ranged  for  two  men  in  each  room. 
Each  man  has  one  large  wardrobe, 
five  drawers,  and  three  or  four  other 
shelves  for  various,  uses. 

Depending  upon  the  size  and  loca¬ 
tion  of  the  room,  some  have  desks 
built  between  separated  lockers. 
These  desks  have  a  highly  fine  finish 
and  fit  snugly  against  the  wall  with 
the  sides  of  the  lockers  enclosing 
them  on  three  sides. 

Another  improvement  includes  a 
new  stairway  to  the  second  floor  plus 
a  more  elaborate  side  wall.  Men  at 
the  quadrangle  have  expressed  a 
great  deal  of  satisfaction  for  the 
whole  renovating  program.

Made  Up  of  Dramatics, 
Singing,  Dancing. 

Robert  Tebow  Has  Lead 

Story  Is  of  Girl  Whose  Love  Is 
Thwarted  by  Father;  Tragedy 
Conics  With  Disobedience.

Collaborating  in  an  ultra-modern 
entertainment  that  "has  every¬ 
thing" — choral  and  solo  singing, 
dramatics,  dancing,  and  orchestral 
music,  plus  the  latest  in  stage  ef¬ 
fects— the  music  and  speech  de¬ 
partments  are  presenting  KUrt 
Weill's  "Down  in  the  Valley”  un¬ 
der  the  direction  of  Dr.  Paul  Mc¬ 
Nutt  and  Mr.  Robert  Gee  at  the 
assembly  program  this  morning  at 
10  o’clock  and  again  tonight  at 
8:15  o’clock. 

The  musical  drama  Is  one  of  the 
last  works  of  Kurt  Weill,  German 
composer  who  was  attracted  by  the 
jazz  rhythm  of  American  music, 
and  who  came  to  this  country  after 
the  advent  of  Hitler.  Many  crit¬ 
ics  consider  him  one  of  the  most 
significant  of  modern  composers, 
especially  of  those  working  in  the 
field  of  drama. 

Martin  Is  Narrator 
Lyle  Martin,  baritone,  acting  as 
narrator,  guides  the  audience 
through  the  growing  involvement 
of  the  plot,  in  which  Bob  Tebow, 
baritone,  in  the  part  of  Brack 
Weaver,  carries  the  lead.  Brack,  a 
young  swain  of  the  hill  country,  is 
in  love  with  Jennie  Parsons,  belle 
of  the  valley.  Jennie’s  part  is  being 
sung  by  Elaine  Hunt  in  the  morn¬ 
ing's  performance,  and  by  Bonnie 
Polk  tonight. 

Jennie  returns  Brack’s  love,  but 
her  father  encourages  her  to  go  out 
with  the  man  who  holds  the  mort¬ 
gage  on  the  Parson’s  farm.  This 
young  man,  Thomas  Bouche,  is 
played  by  Dean  Phillips,  bass.  Jen¬ 
nie  disobeys  her  father  to  keep ,  a 
date  with  Brack,  and  tragedy  re¬ 
sults. 

Other  parts  in  the  play  are  a 
jail  guard,  played  by  Bob  Lister: 
a  prisoner  named  Peters,  played 
by  Dean  Knodle;  Jennie’s  father, 
sternly  represented  by  John  Pope: 
two  women,  Diane  Dressier  and  Pat 
Burton;  and  two  men,  J.  B.  Wilson 
and  Orville  Lippold. 

“Mcetin’  House”  Scene  Is  Good 
One  stand-out  scene  is  at  the 
“meetin’  house.”  The  preacher’s 
part  is  sung  by  Charles  Watson, 
baritone.  Throughout  the  scene,  as 
well  as  the  entire  play,  the  chorus 
participates.  Another  vivid  scene 
is  at  the  dance,  when  a  group  of 
dancers  take  over  for  a  time,  just 
before  the  climax  of  the  play,  the 
killing. 

A  remarkable  performance  and  1 
one  that  will  make  history  among 
the  artistic  presentations  of  the 
College,  the  musical  drama  re¬ 
quired  intensive  preparation  before 
it  was  ready  to  view.  Chorus,  or¬ 
chestra,  singing,  and  speaking 
parts,  and  dancing  had  to  be  blend-  ] 
ed  harmoniously  to  bring  about  the  < 
startling  and  picturesque  opera  < 
that  is  now  being  performed.

Pine  Cones  From  Oregon 

Two  Sugar  Pine  cones  which  are 
exhibited  now  in  the  office  of  Presi¬ 
dent  J.  W.  Jones  have  traveled  ap¬ 
proximately  1600  miles. 

Unusual  in  this  part  of  the  United 
States  because  of  their  size,  the 
cones  are  15  inches  in  length  and 
3!L-  inches  wide  at  the  largest  point. 

Sugar  Pine,  known  to  the  stud¬ 
ents  of  botany  as  Pinus  Lamberti- 
ana,  is  the  largest  American  pine. 
Usually  the  tree  attains  a  height  of 
175  to  200  feet  and  is  3  to  5  feet  in 
diameter. . 

Natives  of  the  western  slopes  of 
the  Sierra  mountains  these  pint 
cones  came  from  Oregon.  They 
were  brought  to  Maryville  by  Miss 
Anne  Arnold,  a  member  of  the  Eng- 
ish  department.

Senate  attended  the  Missouri-Knn- 
sas  regional  convention  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Student  Association  held  iii

is  not  yet  a  member  of  the  National 
Student  Association,  but  students 
were  allowed  to  observe  several 
meetings  of  the  subcommissions 
which  were  composed  of  representa¬ 
tives  from  various  colleges  and  uni¬ 
versities.

2.  Faculty  members  appointed 
by  the  administration.

The  tall,  lanky  lad  you  see  fre¬ 
quently  around  the  campus  shoot¬ 
ing  pictures  at  various  events  is 
Phillip  Bruce,  a  freshman  from  At¬ 
chison,  Kansas,  who  is  making  his 
hobby  help  pay  his  way  through 
college. 

Phillip’s  interest  in  photography 
began  with  his  membership  in  a 
camera  club  while  he  was  in  the 
ninth  grade.  At  that  time  he  began 
his  picture-taking  with  a  $14  camera. 
The  participation  in  the  club  includ¬ 
ed  not  only  the  picture  taking,  but 
the  developing  and  printing  of  the 
pictures. 

Takes  Best  Picture 

One  of  the  club  projects  was  a 
contest  in  portrait  photography. 
Each  member  took  a  portrait  and 
the  finished  pictures  were  sent  to 
John  Falter,  a  cover  artist  for  the 
Saturday  Evening  Post.  Phillip’s 
picture  was  judged  the  best. 

This  success  served  to  heighten 
his  interest,  and  throughout  high 
school  Phillip  took  pictures  of  in¬ 
dividuals  and  events.  In  his  senior 
year,  Phillip  was  the  staff  pho¬ 
tographer  for  his  high-  school  pa¬ 
per  and  tlie  yearbook.  Phillip  took 
nil  of  the  pictures*  used  in  the  year¬ 
book  except  the  individual  por¬ 
traits. 

About  this  time  Phillip  began  tak¬ 
ing  baby  and  child  portraits  and 
wedding  pictures. 

Buys  Speed  Graphic 

Last  year  Phillip  got  the  camera 
which  he  now  uses  exclusively.  It 
is  a  Speed  Graphic  which  takes 
pictures  3,/ix4!4  inches.  It  uses  a 
fast  F4.5  lens  and  has  shutter 
speeds  from  one  second  up  to  1  [1000 
second.  It  also  has* a  syncronizcd 
flash  attachment  for  taking  shots 
under  adverse  '  lighting  conditions. 
It  is  the  kind  used  by  professional 
press  photographers  throughout  tlie 
country. 

Phillip  usually  processes  his  o\yn 
pictures,  although  at  present  he  has 
not  yet  completed  a  darkroom 
where  lie  is  rooming.  He  has  all  the 
necessary  equipment  including  de¬ 
veloping  tanks,  time  clock,  -dark¬ 
room  safeli,2ht,  and  chemicals  which 
are  used  in  the  processing  of  the 
film  itself.  For  making  the  prints 
and  enlargements  from  the  nega¬ 
tive,  Phillip  hns  a  Dejur  enlarger 
with  a  1G  by  20  inch  easel,  Dejur 
light  meter,  drier,  ferrotype  plates 
for  th«p  glossy  prints,  and  a  blotter 
roll  for  tlie  fiat  or  matte  paper 
pictures. 

Many  Papers  Use  His  Pictures 
Phillips’s  pictures  have  been  used 
in  the  Atchison  Daily  Globe,  the 
St.  Joseph  Gazette,  the ’Maryville 
Forum,  and  tlie  Northwest  Missour¬ 
ian.  Some  of  tlie  pictures  used  in 
tills  year’s  homecoming  program 
were  taken  by  Phillip. 

Phillip  is  also  supplementing  his 
spending  money  by  taking  picture? 
at  the  various  events  on  the  cainp- 
vs,  the  njosf  recent  of  which  was 


the  Sadie  Hawkins  Dance. 

Thus  Phillip  has  found  in  pho¬ 
tography  an  Interesting  avocation 
which  affords  him  both  pleasure  and 
profit.

Kansas  City’s  Rockhurst  Hawks 
will  wing  their  way  up  to  Maryville 
this  Friday,  December  15,  to  en¬ 
counter  the  Bearcats  in  a  non-con- 
lercnce  tussle. 

Coach  Ryan's  Hawks,  who  were 
hosts  at  the  Rockhurst  tourney,  and 
who  were  defeated  in  play  last 
Saturday  evening,  will  be  Instru¬ 
mental  in  promoting  Bearcats  ef- 
liciency  for  an  ensuing  rugged  con¬ 
ference  engagement. 

,  Fast  Style  Is  Used 

Maryville  Coach  Don  Peterson  has 
based  his  scoring  proficiency  on  the 
winning  ability  of  the  fast  style  of 
ball.  Each  contest  takes  an  Integral 
function  in  the  geometric  progress 
of  bettering  the  Green  and  White 
Bearcats. 

Rockhurst  Hawks  have  always 
been  an  easy  opponent  for  the  men 
from  Maryville.  They  have  also 
been  an  unpredictable  foe,  spring¬ 
ing  surprises  which  stymie  Mary¬ 
ville’s  offensive  attacks  and  staging 
offensive  powers  themselves  which 
overpower  conservative  tactics. 

Bearcats  Lead,  Then  Stumble 

Last  year’s  encounter  with  Rock¬ 
hurst  is  exemplary  of  the  spasmodic 
power  of  Coach  Ryan's  quintet.  The 
Bearcats  exploded  into  a  23-9  lead 
within  ten  minutes,  but  then,  stum¬ 
bled  slightly  as  Rockhurst  ‘surged 
back  to  make  a  halftime  record  of 
35-24. 

But  the  second  half  was  not  sy¬ 
nonymous  with  the  last  ten  minutes 
of  the  first,  and  Rockhurst  was  held 
to  only  16  points  while  Maryville 
gleefully  counted  up  to  a  high  total 
of  73  points. 

Which  Will  be  Better? 

Seventy-three  points  in  a  con¬ 
servative  style  which  Coach  Milner 
advocated  was  quite  an  accomplish¬ 
ment.  It  is  an  interesting  question 
as  to  whether  the  fast  style  em¬ 
ployed  by  Coach  Don  Peterson  will 
be  more  productive  than  the  slow, 
easy  style. 

Against  Nebraska  University  the 
Green  and  White  cagers  displayed 
a  little  of  the  greenness  in  playing 
that  type  of  ball.  Fast  moving  per¬ 
fection  is  one  of  the  most  important 
assets  in  making  this  kind  of  ball 
playing  effective,  and  until  such*  ex¬ 
perience  has  warranted  a  guarantee 
Will  it  be  used  to  its  advantage. 

Laurin  and  Natfian  Play 

New  varsity  members  Jim  Laurin 
and  George  Nathan  certainly  dis¬ 
played  •  streaks  as  hard-flooV  cham¬ 
pions.  Dick  Buckridge  and  Kurby 
I  Lyle  were  once  more  the  dependable, 
stable,  varsity  players  of  the  Bear¬ 
cat  squad,  while  Chuck  Ramsey  and 
“Slim”  Tanner  supplemented  the 
lineup.

A  fatal  third  period  scoring  lapse 
made  the  difference  as  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College  basket¬ 
ball  squad  dropped  their  home  open¬ 
er  to  the  Pittsburg  State  Teachers 
College  Gorillas,  54-51,  on  the  local 
court.
